Suppo.,0  he  puts  iu  oii  acres  of  wheat,  and  r.ii.ses  2.^  bii.shels  to  tho 
acre,  at  SO  cents  jier  busiu.d,  it  will  be  worth  SieiO  ;  .s.ay  5  acres  of  outs 
at  'iO  bushels  [ler  acre,  at  35  cents  per  biisiiel,  ,$70  ;  s.iy  1  aoro  of 
potatoes,  '2o0  bushels,  at  -10  cents,  SSO  ;  3  .acres  of  h.irley,  -to  bushels 
))er  acre,  worth  40  cents,  i5'3  ;  and  1  acre  of  garden  oliiu'  at  $'.  .20  ; 
total,  SOlS.  Aft'T  deducling  cvpenses  of  harvesting  ami  the  whole 
original  outlay,  the  farmer  will  still  have  soiaelhiug  to  the  good  to 
start  with  ni'.\t  year.

A  practical  man  in  Albert.a,  makes  tho  following  statemeat  about 
Butter  making  iu  Alberta  : — 

A  settler  arrives  here  having  me.ius  to  put  up  a  small  liou.sa  on  las 
l()0-acre  home.,. cad,  and  bus  also  me,ins  to  get  a  K.p.ui  of  hor.ses,  a 
plough  and  harrow,  with  enougli  of  seed  lo  plant  a  h'W  i.civs.  Then, 
if  he  has  a  wife,  and  .i^lou  h.dt,  let  hiui  buy  two  cows  ;  if  more  money 
stili,  more  cows  —  s' v  live  cows  the  iirst  year.  Trom  tlnse  ho  will  bo 
able  to  make  five  pou.ids  of  butter  daily  during  live  monti.s,  worth  in 
our  market  25  cents  a  pound  i,ls.)  This  will  suj.port  him.self  and  wile. 
Tho  milk  will  also  feed  three  calves  and  a  ccuplo  of  pigs.  Xow,  it 
must  bo  rcmeuibeivd  that  the  care  of  these  need  not  prcviUit  iiini  from 
cultivating  a  .good  garden  and  attending  to  a  goodly  number  of  acres 
of  cr'ios  besides.  And  it  must  bo  also  remembered,  iu  coni.e.;tioa  wit.i 
all  tlii.s,  that  no  matter  how  favorable  the  se.ison  may  be,  the  gardca 
and  tho  cultivated  acres  may  prova  a  failure,  but  neither  iiail-storm 
tor  frobt  aifect  tho  returns  from  properly  atieiuleii  niiloli  cows. 

or  course,  the  above  .applies  to  individual  beginnings  of  an  indu.'itry 
tlut  will  unavoidably  uiergo  into  a  co-operative  dairy  farming,  when 
tho  creamery  will  bo  established  in  tho  ccnlro  of  tho  t.-.wnbl.ip,  where 
the  iudividu.al  or  company  will  gather  tlie  cream  from  the  surrounding 
farmers,  and  employ  a  practical  and  Ir.iir.ed  butter-in..ker,  who  will 
produce  from  the  uniform  and  uue(|uallcd  cream  of  Albert:-,  tho  gi.t- 
edged  creau.ery  butter  of  commerce,  uusurpassed,  if  cipialied,  by  any 
in  tho  world.
